Manila, Jan. 2ti.— A despatch from 
Sorsegou, ' dated Thursday, January 25, 
says: 

"Brig. General Kobbe's expedition ha.s 
oecuijied Sorsegou, Dou'-^ol, Bulau, Log- 
aspi and Virac, on Catanduanos Island. 
The only rcfiistance was at Logaspi, 
where fire Americans -were wounded, and 
45 dead and 15 wounded Filipinos wore 
found. 

"It is estimated that there are 125,000 
bales of hemp in these provinces and 70,- 
000 bales in the ports of Sorsegon and 
Logaspi. Tlio United States gunboat 
Nashville's shrapnel burned 80,000 bales 
in LogaspK The expedition arrived ofE 
Soresgou January 20, and the town dis- 
played white liags. tieneral Kobbt "»J 
Colonel Howt!, with a battalion of the 
47th Infantry lauded and raised the 
United States flag. The insurgents' 
force, number :?OtJ nien, evacuated the 
place. The natives wore passive. 

During tho morning of January 2.i 
the Nashville and Venus, with four com- 
panies of the 47tli Ilegiinent, under 
.Major Shipton, approached Logaspi. 
Filipino fiags were Hying and the 
Ireiichea were crowded. A detachment 
of 150 men picked and l(?d by Major 
.Shipton landed on the beach about a 
mile north of the town. Then the Nash- 
ville bombarded tho trenches and the 
enemy retreated to Albay, whence they 
were easily dispersed to thwe hills. 

About' 200 iusnrgentB, firmed with 
rifles, forced 600 unwilling villogers, 
armed with bows and arrows, to serve 
in tlio trenches. The Filipino dead 
were mostly villagera, 

Lieut. -Col. Hayes has defeated an en- 
trenched force 'of thp enemy at Sariaga; 
(Jiie American was killei] and five were 
wounded.

— The Gazette to-day 
publislios a number of despatches from 
General BuUer to the war oUlce, enclos- 
ing reports from Generals White, Hild- 
ynrd, Methucn and other Generals re- 
garding the various operations, but con- 
taining nothing later than the record of 
occurrences to the mitldle of Deecinber. 
AVITIIDItAW.VL FIIOM GLl-LXCOE. 

A despatch from General White dated 
November 2, says; "I was so greatly 
imi)resscd with the exposed position of 
the garrison at Glencoe that 1 detennin- 
d on October 11, to withdraw from 
there and concentrate all the troops at 
Ludystnith, but the Governor represented 
that this step would involve such grave 
political results that 1 determined to ac- 
cept the military risk of holding Dundee 
a the lesaer of t>vo evils." 

General, White thou piiocoods to des- 
cribe ■ tbe ■ sisbscQuenf attack oC 4,000 
Boors, of whom about 500 were killed 
or waundcd, ' three of their guns being, 
left dismounted at Taluna Hill, but he 
adds, there was no hope of bringing off. 
He describes how the Boers were seen 
streaming away in bodies of from 50 to 
100 which the British artillery could 
have indicted great loss,' but 'the' Boers 
displayed a white flag and 'the British re- 
frained from firing. 

WHITE FLAG TIIEACIIEUY, 

After describing the desperate fighting 
at Elandsluagte, culminating in the bit- 
ter protracted fighting before the capture 
of the Boers' final position, the General 
continues: 

"At length the guns reached us and the 
captured end of the ridge wan gained, 
from wltich the whole of the enemy's 
camp full of tents and horsemen "was 
fully exposed to view at a fixed range. 
The white flag was then shown in tho cen- 
tre of the camp. Colonel Hamilton or- 
dered cease fire, and some of British 
moved in the direction of the camp. For 
a few moments there was a complete lull , 
then a shot Wiis heard, followed by a 
deadly Ave from a nearby Icopje, .TIk? 
British momentarily fell back,, but charg- 
ed and recaptured the position," Gener- 
al Methuen reports similar white-flag in- 
cidents. 

NEGLECT Cft.i' SCOUTING. 

Gen. Bullcr, commenting on' tbe action 
at Zoutpan'.H Drift, December 1.3. says: 
" I suppose the British officers will learn 
the value of scouting in time, but in 
spite of all one can say our men seem to 
blunder into the middle of tho enemy." 

BULLBR'S LOSS OF GUNS. 

Describing the battle of Colenso, Gen. 
I'.uller, tinder date of December 17, 
sa\s: "When I heard of the disaster to 
Long's artillery, I believed the six niival 
guns had shared the same fate, and 1 
decided immcdintely that it was impos- 
sible to force the passage without guns. 
Long was dangerously wounded, and I 
was unable to obtain explanations, 

" I had personally instructed him 
where to go into action, and with tho 
naval guns onl.v, but Long advanced so 
fast that ho left the infantry escort and 
naval brigade behind. I believe that 
but for the failure of the artillery we 
would have carried the crossing," 

Gen. Bailor reconnnended the Victoria 
Cross for Captains Congree ami Iteid, 
Lieut, Koberts and Corp. Nurse, all in 
{•onnection with the attempts to save 
the guns, 

J I E T H IJ E N D 10 C E n- E D . 

Gen. Methuen. in a despatch dated 
December 11 with reference to the bat- 
tle of Modder River, confesses that he 
bi^lievcd the force in his front was only 
fighting a retiring action. lie had no 
idea that the 10,000 Boers had been 
brouRbt from Spytfontein to oppose his 
advance. ' 

THE GENERAL CT^ITICIZED. 

The Times says: " The nntural dis- 
quietude of the public is increased by 
the singular vagueness and inconsistency 
of Gen. Buller's despatches. There is 
indeed a very singular and somewhat 
disduieting attitude of detachment in 
Gen. BuUer's comments as revealed in 
the Gazette's despatches. For instance, 
his comment as to the action at Zout- 
pan's Drift, his remark concerning the 
inobability that British ofllcers would in 
time learn the value of scouting, might 
|)roperly have come from a foreign, mili- 
tar,v attache, but it is father more than 
surprising that it 'should be thrown out 
in this casual irresponsible fashion by 
the "head' 'of the ' forces concerning his 
subordinates, a week ' or two,- moreover, 
a'fter the loss' of' the 'guns on the 
Tugela." ' • .

In the TrehcHes 



Boers About Ladysmith Too 
Hard Pressed to Conceal 
Their Losses. 



White's phastly Present to. Jou- 
bert— Deadly Work of 
Biiller's ArllUeiSf,

London, .Tan. SOi— ^The Sforning Post 
in a second edition to-day prints a des- 
patch from h'ti correspondent at Spear- 
man's Camp, dated Jan. 2;i, which says: 

"There was heavy firing at Ladysmith 
jesterday. General White is attacking 
and making a diversion, 

"After the Boer assault, Gen. White 
sent to commandant General Joubert for 
interment of 79 deaii Bodra .killed i in the 
British trenehes;"'ii;.-' ' ■ ' ' ' 

The correspo'ndentf'describps tho opera- 
tions froih J-iiiuary 17 to January 'Jii, 
and greatly' praises the pluck, devotion 
and cheerfulness of the soldiers. He 
says that General Warren's guns fired 
;!,000 sheila on January 20. His left on 
January 21 moved up Bastion Hill, which 
opens a cleft in the enemy's lines. The 
object is no longer to turn tho Boer right, 
but by introducing a wedge of infantry 
into the cleft to split the right from the 
centre. The gap was wideuded during 
tho day and General Warren's right com- 
pleted the capture of whole edges of 
j)lateaus and occupied tlio first line of 
Boer trenches, where he found about 200 
who had been killed by the shell fire. 

The correnpoudent foreshadows Tues- 
day's attack on Spion Kop and declares 
that there is absolute confidence and dc- 
tcrmimition throughout the army. No 
anxiety, he says, is felt concerning the 
result. 

DEAD IN THE TRENCHES. 

London, .Tan. 2G. — Special despatches 
from Durham sfiy the Boer losses on the 
Upper Tugela during the fighting ojj Sun- 
day last were very great. They add that 
General Warren's men captured one hun- 
dred and sixty prisoners, and that 130 
Boors were found dead in one trench. 
LADYSMITH SBCXJRB. 

Ladysmith, Jan. 21— (By runner via 
Frere Camp, Jan. 24).— The garrison is 
watching General Buller''s guns shelling 
the Boers. Their fire can be seen at this 
distance and appears to be very efCective. 
The movements of the Boers nhow that 
they are evidently determined ta stub- 
bornly oppose the advance of the relief 
column. They show no signs of remov- 
ing their guns and have mounted new 
ones and are continually strengthening 
their fortifications. 

Our fortifications have been greatly 
strengthened since .lanuary 0, ami I^ady- 
smith is now practically impregnable. 

Owing to the dry weather, the fever 
his diminished and the number of con- 
val'jsoeuts returned from Intombi camp 
exceeds that 'of the i!iatictits being sent 
there. 

The supplies are spiiming out splendid- 
ly, all the troops having Bullicieut wliole- 
.some food. The heat m terrific, the ther- 
mometer registering 107 degrees in the 
shade, 

THE USU.VL BOER Sa^ORY. 
Pretoria, Jan. 21.— A body of 200 Lan- 
cers made a sortie from Ladysmith under 
cover of n heavy cannon and rifle fire 
from the forts opposite the laager of tho 
I'retoria command. The British retired 
with evident loss. One Boer was wound- 
ed. .. ' A ' heavy; caimonade. started at. i'iO- 
this' morning''nnd still continues.- "

pressions were lioard on all sides.

London, Jan, 27.— (4 a, m.)— The niorn- 
ing papers , editorially advise cooiness 
and judgment - and^a^'chreful' avoidance 
of over-estinatttiiig ihe'lniportonce of the 
lost position. 

The Times says: "The consertuenecH 
ot this latest check mny be very serious 
to the gallant Ladysmith garrison. It 
impossible to estimate the next move- 
ment.

A glance at the map shows how easily the 
trade, most of which Is now controlled by 
ISastern merchants, could be diverted by 
the bulldlDg of this toad. All goods for 
Princeton and the surrounding country now 
hBTe to go to Spence'8 Bridge, nearly 100 
miles further east thon Hope, and from 
there are taken In by n circuitous wagon 
route of ]20 miles. The distance from Uopo 
to Princeton Is but 05 miles so that the 
building of the road would bring the Const 
cities over IGO miles nearer what experts 
say will be a grcoter mining camp than 
even Uosslnnd. 

The C. P. N. Co., realizing tlie Importance 
of the road, have asaured the delegates that 
upon It.s completion they vflll run a steamer 
to Hope Lauding. To-day the delegates 
will meet the members of the Rrltish Col- 
umbia Board ot Trade, and on Monday even- 
ing the Vancouver board will hold a special 
meeting to bear the details of the -proposl- 
tloa. 

Besides the road and the bridge there are 
a few minor matters that the people o' 
Princeton want the government to at- 
tend to. They want the road from Prince- 
ton to KererooB completed, the government 
offices removed from Cranlto Creek to 
Princeton, and a school house. All these 
things they believe they are entitled to, as 
Mr. Howse says they contribute ?1().(HK) to 
the provincial treasury and do not gel one- 
fifth that nmount in return. Besides this, 
•however, all would assist In developing tbe 
very rich mining district ami would do 
for the Coast cltlert what the Uossland 
camp did for Spokane. As Mr. Anderson 
tnit it "there Is lota of room for two big 
cUlcR on the Coast of British Columbia and 
it win tnke such districts as that around 
Princeton to make them."

In other lines, notable steadiness Is shown 
lu prices. Weather conditions througliont 
the euuuiry part of the week have been 
against retail trade lu seasonable goods, 
and there Is very general complaint of 
large stocks of winter goods lu the hands 
of this bruuch of iTade. An effect of the 
unusually mtld weather Is that shown lu 
tbe Northwestern lumber business. Lack 
of snow win probably Insure a reduction on 
llie fut of last year nnd this combined v. itii 
smaller stocks, points to at least ft mnlnteTl- 
ancc of present lumber quotations. Wool 
manufacturers have constituted an excep- 
tion to the general quiet. They opened 
their order books this week and an unusual- 
ly heavy volume of business Is reported to 
have been recorded. This is relleetcd In 
a better demand for raw wool, particularly 
at Boston, where the sales have e.xcieded 
those of recent weeks, Coltou goods are re- 
jiorted at good demand at nearly all mar- 
kets, and conlldence as to spring business 
in dry goods and clothing Is a notable 
feature. In notable contrast lu fact with the 
reports received from riMailiM-s as to the 
present season's business In winter wear 
goods. The apparently Improved outlook 
for British arms in Soutii Africa had a 
Ktimulailng effect upon forclgu coltou man- 
ufacturers early, and the price ot actual 
cotton, aided by good buying at tbe South 
and continued small movement, Is not ht the 
highest point reached on the preseat move- 
ment.

STRATHCONA'S ENGLISH HOME 

The Noble Canadian '\Vhose Princely 
Generosity Is World-Fumed. 

From the Toronto Globe. 

Lord Strathcona's features are familiar 
enough to Canadians. "We have reason 
to know liim as our wcaltliiest citizen, 
the president of the largest l>auk, our 
Iligli Commissioner in Great Britain, 
the chancellor of our second university, 
niul one of t'-' few (.Janadiaus who have 
attained to the honor of u seat in the 
is British House of Lords. We liave 
known him as inuniliceul with his mil- 
lions in times past, yet none of his beiie- 
I'aclioiis has appealed so widely to pulilic 
spirit as this last— hin proposal to equip, 
at his private expense, -100 mounted 
rough riders for service in South Africa, 
whicii lias been rt'ceived so enthusiasti- 
cally all over the empire, and wllich has 
justly made him for tlie lime easily llie 
liivt Canadian in Imperial politics. It is 
a long stride this from tin; stripiing ot 
eighteen exiled I'm- iliirteeii hmg years on 
the bleak coasts of Labrador, an ill-paid 
clerk in n company, to tlie peer of the 
realm with liis millions, able to bear tlie 
weiglit of so princely an offering as tliat 
which now gives him at once a reputa- 
tion as wide as the empire.

Lord Strathcona lives, w:hile out of 
London, at Knebworth, one of the most 
famous old mansions of Hertfordshire, 
with a history dating back ns far as the 
Norman conquest, though as the ances- 
tral home ot Lord Lytton, the author, it 
is not without an interest more modern. 
A Chicago newspaper is posaibly not the 
l)est of authorities on such a subject, but 
tlic following clipping from one tells an 
interesting story: 

"Knebworth survived a stormy transi- 
tion from a Norman fortros'^ held by 
Endo Dapifer at the comitieHt, to become 
one of the most jjicturcsque of Eliz.alK^th- 
aii mansions, wliere (jtieeu l'>ess deliglit- 
ed to visit Sir Uowland do Lytton about 
the time of tlie Armada. It was owned 
iu turn by Thomas do Brotliertou, liftli 
son of Kiiward I.; the noted Sir Walter 
de Muuuy; Anne, wife of ,)ohii de Hast- 
ings, Earl of Pembroke; Sir ,Iolin de 
Hurtoff, treJiHiirer of tlie liouseholii of 
Henry VI.; Sir Tlioniati Boiichier, 
Knight of the Garter, and Sir WiUiam 
de Lytton, Governor of Boulogne. Lil;o 
most historic houses of its kind, its prin- 
cipal apartments are the banquet hull, 
oak drawing-room, library, and the oak

Charles I., Pym, Eliot and Hampden 
were often entertained by Sir William 
Lytton." The whole mansion is crowded 
with trophies, armors and priceless mem- 
orialri ot historic days and deeds. 

"But of more interest to Americans 
than its specimens of Italian and Hutch 
art, its famous iiuisic gallery counectiug 
with its round tower, wheie John Hamp- 
den slept, is the human interest attached 
to the eld place as the homo of the jwet, 
novelist, efsnyist. Lord Lytton, author 
and poet. The old place has its ghost, 
au uncanny housewife, who, on occasions 
is said to bring her spinning wheel to 
Knebworth, and the drone of its weird 
music strikes terror to its hearera when 
impending disaster hangs over the house 
of Lytton. TTie domain of Knebworth, 
church, village greensward, feru-bedeck- 
cd hills, the odorous graases and waving 
reeds beside the lake, the magestie aven- 
ues of. the. park, with oaks that .whisper 
of , deadv^enturies, aod: ivy-diiigln? like 
romance' itself to every crook and cranny, 
make nn ensemble fit to thrill the soul 
of the moet prosaic visitor."

It has held out for three months 
In Kimberley similar conditions existed 
only there was greater disparity bctweea 
tlie boseised and tho hosoigers, yet the 
Jailor with all their jrreat numbers have 
not been able to take tho city. Lady- 
smith is stratcgicaQr a ivoak point, yet 
General White has held it ngain.st a 
forco exceeding his own by many thous- 
auds. So far not a British poet has been 
taken, although in each instance the 
enemy liave had the adV'antnge in num- 
bers and position. So much for one side 
of' tho case. Now for the other. Thi 
enemy were forced back from lii> 
chosou position three times ou tho road 
to Kiniberli'v, once at BoIuioiU, once a 
Griisiiau and once al Plodder Hirer. II 
lias not yet been dislogcd from his fourth 
position at Colcsberg ho lias been able 
to withstand attack so far and also al 
SlormberK. Iloro his forces iioom to be 
about equal to ours, but he has the nd 
vantago of position. The inresting force 
at Ladysmith is said to bo greater than 
ours and it has all tho advantaRe of a 
chosen position prepared for moatlis to 
resist attiick. So far wo have not made 
any considerablo progress in driving him 
out; although somethine has been done. 
This review fihow.s the iniinciiwe advant- 
age enjoyed by an army that is on thi^ 
defonsive. There need be no surprise 
.thatiwhat Baden-Powell has been aide to 
do against his chosen strong position, 
JouI)ert has been able for the present to 
do a.ijainst a force which may bo iniaieri- 
eally inferior to hirs owii. operatinj; 
against his cliosen strong i>ositioii. 

Tlie abandonment of !S;)ion Kop was a 
Kreat diisappolntment, but we may rest 
assured tliat it was absolutely untenable. 
Dout'less tho enemy had the exact ran.ce 
and could plant their shoUs on il where 
they chose. But though it is a disap- 
pointment, it is not a calamity. If tlic 
Boer position cannot be turned in that 
way it can be in another, and we must 
wait until the oihi'i;. hats been tried be- 
fore we grow (Mscouraged. 

Tdo Morning Post's corrosi>ondent 
sheds a little ngreeable li.?ht on the situa- 
tion aloii;,' the Tuxela. He tells us thai tlii' 
li^'liUii^; on tliL' 2Utli, :ilst, liliiid and Llllrd 
was the part of an elTort_on our part to 
cut the enemy's right from his centre and 
was succctisful as far as it had jioiie. 
AVe know that our list of casulties was 
light during' those four days, wliilc tliat 
of the Boers, judginfr from the informa- 
tion at hand, must have been heavy. Oiw 
hundred and thirty Boors were found 
dead iu one trench. How many more 
wore killed is not suggested, but acj those 
were llio deaths in a single place in a 
fcingle day it is possible that in four days 
the tolul killed must have aggregated 
several hundreds. The wounded usually 
outnumber the killed throe or four to one, 
BO that the enemy's total casualties uiay 
have run up as high as ^',000. 'I'he in- 
teresting' news also couKis lhat Ladysmith 
isjiu fine condition and that tJeneral 
.White has taken tho offcusive. 

We venture to predict that llu- opinion 
tliai oiiL' of tho liest iiiDVcnu'iils that 
General Itoherts could make would lie to 
ilcspatcli U'Colnmn for tho invasion of the 
Free State from the Southwest, tliat is 
■from tin.' crossing of the Oninge river by 
the railway, and it would not be ii mat- 
ter of surp.-ise to learn that some of the 
■troops, wii(n<e whereabouts have not been 
, disclosed, liave been sent on that service. 



as to freedom of. disenssion of public 
matters in tho public press, tho Colonist,

That is exactly 
what it proposes to do, whenever it is 
satisfied that the Spealtcr is violating the 
riglits of the roprcseritativcs of ' the 
people. " It was said in this house the 
other day," said Mr. Eberts a few days 
ago. •' You cniinot refer to what was 
said in this house a few- da js .;ngo," in- 
terrupted Mr. Si)eaker. We are not 
elaiining to give tho exact words used, 
but substantially what was said. Now 
what does sucli an alisurd rule amount 
to'? Simply to this, that if a member of 
the goveruuiont, propounds a thing to 
day in a speech; and it is not replied to 
before the question is taken, although he 
may be the very last member having a 
right to speak, what he has s.aid can 
never lie again referred to. Applj tliis 
in practice. Early In the session the 
rreinier made a grossly unconstitutional 
threat of a dissolution. This under tbt' 
ruling of tho Speaker can never be 
again referred to in tlio legislature. No 
meinhor can when the house is boin 
moved into supply attack him for this as 
he deserves to be attacked. Moreover, 
under the same ruling, when supiily i 
moved, tho opposition may not refer 
again to the matters brought up during 
the debate on the address, not oven those 
things mentioned by Mr. Henderson 
when ho shut off debate by moving the 
previous question. Do the Times and 
the Neu's-.Vdvertiser propose to main 
tain any sucli monstrous proposition as 
this? 

We confess to be unable to understand 
how the ineuibers of the opposition sub- 
mit to such rulings. Even the minis 
terial threat of expulsion from the house, 
made in the Finance Minister's paper, 
ought not to deter them. The govern 
ment may be able to persuade their sup- 
porters to do many things, Init we do not 
lielieve they could hold them together 
for an hour in an attempt to choke olT 
freedom of speech.

If 
anyone conld tell iu advance- additional 
precautions would be taken. We miist 
therefore take c:iro lo guard again«t tho 
disea.-e on shore. Tin- two principal dan-

Let us idmit, if we like, 
that there would bo comparatively little 
danger of the white population heiiig at- 
tackeil, wo cannot alTord for tin iastaiu to 
have the plague got n foothold here. The 
l ily would be at oncc placed Under the 
strictest iiuarantinc and the financial loss 
would be enormous. Our northern trade, 
now growing .so satisfactorily, would slip 
away from us and could never be regain- 
ed, Victoria could better afford to ex- 
pend millions of dollar.s than to have re- 
pealed here what is now transpiring in 
iJiiiioiulu. 

We uiuioitstaiid that the city health of- 
licer is on the alert anil is endeavoring to 
do something with Chinatown, but we 
fear that the remedy for the conditions 
existing there is beyond his powers, 
'i'here are portions of Chinatown which 
can be readily cleaned up, but fur others 
there is no ndctiuate remedy except the 
complete demolition of the horrible shacks- 
in which iieopic huddle together in do- 
liancc of all principles of hygiene. Nor 
can this obsorviuiou be conlincd wholly 
lo Chinatown^ for lying adjacent lo it the 
north is a small section of the city in 
etin.tlly great need of thorough cleansing.

V\\ Chun, wlio is 
the now head of the nation, does not 
appear to have been formally inducted 
into ofHce, but the rightful emperor 
seems to have been shorn of the sem- 
blance, as he has long been of the sub- 
stance, of power, 'i'lie deposed nioaarch 
W!i« much inclined to progress iind re- 
form. Tho Dowagor Empress ou the 
contrary is ii reactionary of the worst 
lype. Wliether or not she is under the 
lulluouci' (if Kiissia cannot readily Ik- 
ascerlaiueil, but. thci'e it; no doubt that 
.lapau thinks so, and that plucky little 
uation is apparently ready to enter the 
lists jigainst the great northern power if 
necessary. 

No one can foresee what will hai>pen 
as the result of the intrigues now in pro- 
gress in China. All the great powers 
will be deeply interested. Even the 
I'nitod States must take a hand in what 
is transpiring.

Yesterday morning a delegation from 
.New AVesttniuster attended at tho Par- 
liament Buildings for the purpose of 
asking an appropriation for the Provin- 
cial Exhibition. They were received by 
the Minister of Agriculture, the Finance 
Jlinister, the Chief Commissioner of 
liiinds and Works, tho Boss of the Ad- 
ministratioti and an Blderly Gentleman 
from West Yale. 

The delegation entered tho Presence in 
a manner becoming those -who are to lie 
admitted to an audience with sucli a 
combination of dignity tind imi)ortance, 
and stated their ease with force and 
modesty. When they hud concluded the 
Presence arose and said: 

"The Minister of Agriculture is heart- 
ily in sympathy with anything that will 
liromote the interc^sts of Inishaiidry, and 
has great pleasure in endorsing your 
application.

An especially inviting programme has 
been jireparcd by Bandmaster Finn for 
this evening's concert at the Drill hall. 
.\mong the pieces to be played are three. 
" tirst time" number!^, viz., Gottsehalk's 
"The Dying I'oet," Gounod's liallet 
Music friini " Faust," and Waldteufel's 
concert waltz, " I..eK I'litiiieurs " (Tho 
Skaters). Gottsehalk's composition, 
"The Dying Poet," is eminently adapt- 
ed for band elTeets, the theme introduced 
in the oiieniag andante movement lend- 
ing itself most happily to the delicate 
alternations of roninntio imagery 
through Avbich it passes. Gottsehalk's 
writing in strongly indivic'lualizcd, "Tho 
Dying Poet" being as marked for pathos 
nnd sentiment as his other famous com- 
position, "The Night March," is strik- 
ing in its weird effects. The rendition 
of this composition by the band will 
have added interest, as it was one of 
the most attractive numbers in the 
repertoire of AVagtior's Regimental Band 
at the recent Seattle exposition. Gou- 
nod's ballet music from "Faust" is a 
suite consisting of "The Entry of the 
Trojan Maidens. " 'I'he Solo Dance of 
Helen," atul "The Bncelmniile nnd Entry 
of I'liryne." This composition has often 
been compnred with Berlioz's Ballet of 
the Syl|)lis in bis "Dninimtion de Faust." 
and whilst Berlioz's treatment is consid 
ered more picturesnne, that of Gounod 
is more dreamy nnd poetie. The third 
"first time" luimber, Waldteufel's "I.es 
Pntineurs," is in that waltz king's char- 
acteristic style. The classic nature of 
the iirogramnie is enlianced by Kossini's 
overture to "AVilliaiii Tell," and Wag- 
ner's Pilgrim Clionis from " Tannhau- 
ser."

With Falling Tide Miami 
Her Doom — Rock in- 
correctly Charted.

Am predicted yesterday the .Vmerican 
collier !Miami, which ran on Wliite Bock 
reef while leaving Oyster Harbor on 
Tliiu'sday morning, liroke in two at low 
tide night before last. Tlie tUfa-s which 
went up with the intentiou of trying to 
rcleose her from her perilous position, did 
not make tho attempt, as hefilre they ar- 
rived Ibe collier had hlleii with water and 
even bad it been possible to move her 
she would have immediately sank. As 
tlie vessel went on she ripped an im- 
mense hole in her bottom. Ho bulk- 
heads kept the water out for a time, but 
as the vessel settled thetse also gave way 
and it was then realized that her fate 
was sealed.' 'She went on. at a rising tide, 
but the water rushed in so fast that the 
captaiu said that it was u^^elcss to at- 
tempt to got her off. Sooa after she fill 
ed she commenced to break up, and the 
crow turned their attention to saving 
their personal effects. As the tide fell 
the forward and after sections tore 
apart, the steel deck atul sides ripping 
like HO much pape^ Yesterday morning 
there was a gaping hole in the hull from 
the waterliiie up and cMi'iidiiig through 
the ship, the bow having settled down on

one side of the reef ami the stern on the 
other, the break lieing licneath the 
bridge. \'ery little of the hi;; sliip is 
above water :il high title. Uapt. (libson, 
l.'nited States ciuisuliir agent, anil also 
agent for tlie iii<iira lice company at Glu?- 
mainus. look charge of the wreck and en- 
gaged the tug Pilot to stand by and ari- 
sisl in saving the gear. Very little of the 
four thousand tons ot coal can be saved. 
'J'he Borne returned from the scene of the 
wreck yesterday afternoon. 

Capt. Butler, the pilot who was in 
charge of the steamer ot the time of the 
accident, did not return yesterday as ex- 
pected, nnd no esplanatron could be re- 
ceived by wire. An investigation l)y the 
pilotage board will us a matter of course 
follow. 

In discussing the accidenl yesterday, 
Capt. Wallace Langlev. who has hail 
long orperieiice in navigating the waters 
on tlie lOast Coast, said it was one that 
might happen nt any time to the most 
careful navig:ition.

posed, was highly necessary and very ur- 
gent; and he hoped the gOT ^rnment would 
raise no technical objection to it being 
secure.l, in the public good. He had no 
intention of seeking to ombarrans tlie 
government, and it would be noted hac 
placed a majority of members of the gov 
ernnient side upon the coininitlee. 

Hon. Mr. Sendin renuukv'd that iiscli :

Hon. Mr. Henderson- 1 do not mean 
to sny^that the "honorable member's in 
formation is inaccurate, but unless some 
specific •and.^ore -siibstautial reason is 
given for tlie, proposed inquiry than the 
general stntement we have heard, I for 
one, as a member of the administration, 
am not convinced that the 'iriquiry is of 
siidi !i pressini: nature as the honorable 
gentleman indicates. 

In ext)laniitioii, Mr. Iliggins s;ated 
that matters had come to his knowledg 
with regard to the asylum which he did 
not feel it proper to lav liofore th(> lion 
lint which M-ould he established bef( 
such a committee a.-! he had suggested.

The bill to limit the liability of trustees 
wan considered in committee, a progress 
re|)ort being presented; and Mr. Helmc- 
ken withdrew his bill of similar tenor 
that had stood upon the order paper, 
A QUESTION ANSWERED 
Mr. Higgins asked tlio Finance illnis- 
tor:

COAL MINES REGULATION. 
When the motion for the second rend 
ing of the bill to amend the Coal Mines 
Uegiilation Act was called, Messrs.

The former 
noted that there v:crc several very im- 
portant amendments to be considered; 
while Mr. Wells remarked thnt he 
would like to have the report of the re- 
cent arbitration before the house prepar- 
ator.v to going on with the bill.

The registrar there 
was file registrar ot joint stock com- 
panies, and it was necessary for his 
certilicate of incorporation to state where 
the registered ofUce of the coniiamy was 
to be -tiitiiated. 'I'liat was done away 
with by the amendment. It was also 
necessary that the certificate should con- 
tain at length the ohjeotM of the com- 
pany. The result was "'that a great 
many certificates were waiting now to 
be Issued, and it was extremely dilticnlt 
and -sometimes impossible to keep up 
with the Issuing. It was proposed to 
ametid flection 20 so that the proposed 
objects of the company should not re 
quire to be set outjn the certificate, but 
should be publieh'qd in the British Col 
nmbia Gnzcftte. ,,'.a?heH "section 22 of 
the act was to !>« amended. That s 
tion proTtdeu for the alteration of the 
memorandum of flsspciation, but no pro 
visijii Wilts made for the iniblication of 
tlie alteration. .Section 5 of the bill 
made it iieceKs(!;y to publish anv hiicIi 
iimeiidments in the Britii*h Columbia 
Gazette. That was reasonable and 
the interests of the pillilic. Clause G of 
the bill set out the powers of non-per 
sonal liability companies. The other 
sections were of trivial importance.

It must be understood thiit tUoir 
horde lay oiilrenohed on the ed 
thi' vivor at a point whore llio Jloddor 
and the Kiot join one anotlior. 

Tlio land betweeu the two is called 
an island, and this land continues tho 
mnvard slope of tho veldt, so that it is 
liighor and more commanding, and better 
vet for Boor purposes, it is liixi 
with trees and bushes. • 

Here, in fact, tho Boers did put their 
sharpshooters, and liere they nianipu- 
Itaed their deadly "Putt-putt" gun, a: 
our arnay, has nick-nnmed the Vickers^

- wtnf the river in front of it as a moat, 
was (superior to the one they solootod. 

A story which many Boor prisoiu^rs 
have told us tends to explain why the 
lower ground was chosen— thoufjh it is 
' a tale which can bo credited only by 
' those of us ^\ho are accustuiuod to tho 
cxtraordiniiry pliasos and conditions of 
thiti strangest of modern wars. 

The .story is that a largo proportion 
of the Free State Boers wore so averse 
to fighting in tho first place, and so 
rfiakeii bv our incessant and accurate 
artillery lire, that, they wore only k?J?t 
in the trenches at tlw poiiit of revol- 
vers held over them by their leaders, 
wild swore to shoot any man who tried 
to doriort. 

This storv was told us by many pris- 
oners taken at different times and 
places. 

If it is triie, it may well be thai; there 
wi'is a serious purpose in choosing the 
lower ground f<Jr the Boer portion, bo- 
cause thus the river, where it is deep- 
est and impossible to ford, was imme- 
diately at their backs. ■ 

After I had seen no more of the field 
than their three-mile line of trenches, 
I could not understand how we had 
, been able, to dislodge them or why they 

■ had at last left the field to us, Their 
position seemed snporb— impregnublo. 
But yesterday a search for tlie placi' 

. i f ifoiri which' the putt-putt gnu was tired 
, ..*led me to the island overlooking the 
-1 river and the trenches. Then I saw 
r plainly Avhy and how wo had gained 

" r the victory. Beyond the British infantry 
: i: lines, . where our Guards' livif,ado were 

■ so crnclly forced to lie for looro than 
eight hours iinder a driving rain of loail 
from an enemy they could never see, we 
worked throe Royal Artillev;- l;a!t;'rios. 
Those were the 1th and T,'')th, wliicU 
fired all day long, and the (ilind, whicli 
o;uno twenty miles lo our aid. and got 
into action at half-past four in the after- 
noon with horses So fagged that the men 
had been obliged to walk the Inst few 
miles. 

Those bat lories iihiyod on the 
trenches and on tlio island, wliicli I wo 
points are so close that botli •were 
damaged alike. 'J'lie shells which scat- 
torod tlioir shrapind upon the men in 
the trenelios carried their heavy metal 
cutics over on the islaiul. Much of the 
shrapnel was also carried there. The 
result, as it is to be seen to-day. is u 
scene of surface devastation almost 
battling description. In -n spiice of a 
mile in length and a quarter of a mile 
iu width tiiere is scarcely- a s(iuari' 
yard that is .not torn iip, perforated, 
riddled, ploughed, and raked. Shrap- 
nel bullets, shell cases, fuses, and bits 
of metal lie all over the' place. In- 
credible as it sounds, there now lie on 
that ground two rusty old tins— one a 
snull "bully-beef' tin and the other 
a biiscuit tin. Both of those are riddled 
with shrapnel and shot. 
' In that scene lies the explanation of 
the flight of the Boors. In that scene 
one finds some confirmntiou of the 
story that the Boers had to be kept to 
their work at the point of the revol- 
ver. : i v - ..'- ; ■ 

A common reHanse of tho Boor was 
upon gin. Empty gin' bottles, bottles 
still containing gin, and one full bottle 
of that litjuor was to be soon stuck 
in tlie loose dirt of the troiichea. In 
every trench was surprising debris 
of shell cartridges of many sorts — 
Mausers. Martini-Henrys, and two or 
three sort of expanding and explo- 
sive bullets. Tho island seems to have 
l)oon where tho sharpshooters wore plac- 
ed— on tho ground, behind trenches, and 
in the trees. We under.-itand from the 
prisoners tlitat these wore always sta- 
tioned in couples, and that tho orders 
were that whenever one was killed or 
wounded hi« companion was to bury or 

' carry him o,CE the field. I have told in a 
previous letter and in ray despatches how 
continually we have found tho bodies of 

•'■ the Boer dead in the river, buried in the 
sand with fingers or boots protruding, 
heaped in a trench, and elsewhere. 

When I Kourched the island ye.serdny 
I;fou;ad profu.se proofs of other burials 

•'besides these— of now dead, not in- 

'<cluded in any, estimate. There I found 



grave-shaped mounds of such fresh ap- 
pearance and suggestive shape that I ex- 
amined them. They wc-re covered with 
sliort bush growths, and lo! when we 
toucliod those they came out of tho earth 
and wore seen to bo tree twigs and 
branches cut from trei^r; and stuck in the 
luonnds. At soiiio distance liack in tho 
island we found a very large trench, of 
a size to hold twenty liodios. It emitted 
indubitable jiruof of its eontonts. As wo 
und(.'rstand the tactics of our oiioiny, 
those graves are apt to be thiir^c uf their 
huiiililcr soldiers. \Vc know that thoy 
carry off in carts and .icrnss llicir saddles 
tho bodies of the aicjre iiniiortaut dcail. 
This was diino at tills battle. A woman 
whoso cottage is In the roar of the tiold, 
north of the river, declares that all day 
long tho wounded eamo to her cottage 
upon each other's heels to have their 
wounds dressed, and, .she says, the dead 
in large numbers wore carried -upon 
plauks placed upon thc',(backs.df ponies 
northward to the Boer llnefi. ■ First in 
tho mind of the Boer is the desire to 
hide his dead and to. lie about their 
iiunihor. It is from their own that 
thoy most desire to hide tho truth. The 
prisoiiors we took all said, that - only 
eighteen had been killed, but the des'ert- 
ers said tho loss of life was very great 
and that in the river alone 100 wore sunk 
with weights. 

For my part, I shall not be surprised 
if wo learn some day that in killed alone 
the Boers lost (piito COD.

FILLING THE WATTER-BOTTLES 

Modder River, Dec. 8. — We know what 
fighting is, but we have also learned a 
few things about water — we men on 
Mcthcun's march. 

When we were over-civilized and lived 
in London, we made poor jokes at the 
expense 'of water, saying that 'it gave 
laundresses a living, that it 'was invented 
to"float Noah's "greatest Zoo on earth," 
and other such pueriUties. 

We never joke about water now. The 
first time we really appreciated it we 
were starting out from Orange river. 
The previous night ijad been so cold 
that 1 spent it in walking all over several 
camps bet\^oen tho prostrate bodies of 
restless, shivering soldiers. Some made 
no pretence of sleeping, but divided their 
time between gathering sticks and build- 
ing little fires to huddle around while 
thoy lasted. 

Ill time that agony was over, and we 
wore marching auci watching tho day 
break, lu breaking it seemed to rend the 
earth's blankel of atmosphere ami let tho 
sun's heat cnit upon us as if we were so 
many thousand stokers in the broiling 
holly of a shii 

On and on we marchoil, in heavy sand, 
or over sloiies.or stumbling across fur- 
rowed ground— all gasping like fishes 
thrown on a beach. 

At first our lips dried and cracked, 
then our mouths parched, and finally our 
throats became as if they wore coated 
with plaster of I'aris. The hair shriv- 
elled (^1 our hands, and our feet grow 
dry as devilled bones. Here and there a 
mail fell forward on his hands and knees, 
or stumbled out of the ranks and lurched 
prone on tho veldt. 

In the course of tho march scjuie 
skimpy, light-green trees broke tho line 
of the liorizou ahead, and put new heart 
in w, for it was to those trees— at a 
place called "Froneham's" — that we -were 
to march. 

Everything has its ending, and at last 
we came lo tho lirst of tho throe clumps 
of those trees. Tlic.v wcJliL Jioplars, and 
at their foot, darkouiag nindcr their foli- 
age, was a inud-bankcd pool of <lirty 
water, which tailed off to tho northward 
in a tiny stagnant-looking brooklet. Men

We came to Finchnm's, a yellow 
.Sjianish-looking bouse, all sot about with 
trees. In and out of its yard horses and 
mules passed in scores, and behind the 
house tho Tommies crowded like bei'S 
around a honey iiot, filling their cloth- 
clad bottles (ju't of a stoiio tank, wliili! 
other Tommies walked round a sort of 
windlass that piimiaMl now water in ilio 
tank. 

lOvery man filled his bottle, emptied it 
down his throat and filled it again. 

.V water-inania, a thirsr-madnoss, was 
upon tlio army. V,'o paddled in s[)illod 
water, anil the sfjinids It lua<lo in jiDuring, 
gurgling and splashing wore as delicate 
music tu all our cars. Tho colonel and I 
found some two-(|Uart tin canteens — one 
of which afterwards caught tho sun on 
-Modder River battloliold, and directed 
the enemy's fire u|iou mo until I put it 
under ine and hid it. We filled those 
canteens, and took long <lrlnks out of 
them: and then wo found a l)ar-room 



•i horses as Modder Jtlvor. Jl'lior 
ro literally hundreds of thoin. I had 
lost niiiie in the fight, but in tho first 
half hour of tho next morning I took luy 
choice of four, and might have made my 
pick from a hundred saddled and bridlcil, 
liofore 1 had gone half over the field. 

\Vl' know that it was our artillery fire 
that thinned the ranks and broke tho 
nerve of the onouiy. 

It was a fearful assault produced by 
an extraordinary discharge of ammuni- 
tion. 

Tlu! four naval guns fired, I believe. 
."•14 rounds, tlie lSth Battery fired l.BiO 
rounds, the 75th fired 900 rounds, the 
V,-2ml 500, or 3,000 rounds inalK The re- 
liorts of the rifle fire are not yet made 
out, hut most of our men took into the 
fight 150 to 1(10 rounds, and I believe the 
aviM-ago fire [lor rifle by nine battalions 
iiiiist have been 100 rounds. The climax 
of tho Boers' desire to vacate the field 
was reached when a stalwart British 
cheer broke upon the ears by their side 
and in their rear. 

There should not be any confusion as 
Ui what men raised this cheer, and were 
the first to ford the river; but but there 
is. It is due to tho fact that men of 
scvci^jil iinihltious coinniandK coniiiosod 
the first body of fordors. 

To put history riglit. the crodil of first 
crossing tho rivor bi.'limgs lo a small 
p.'irty of Coldstream i inanlsmcn. w bi, 
early in the day waded In to their walsis 
anil then swam, ladi'ii with iill tlicir gear 
and I'JO rounds of aniniunltioii. Tlici-e 
were between twenty-four and f(^rly men 
in this body, and tliough many got across, 
two were nearly drowned, and all saw 
it to lie wise to return. Tho river was 
1(111 deep, and when lliey reached ine 
fui^tlier shiii^e tliev sank in iniul to tludr 
knees. 

■fills h.'ippened on the extreme right of 
the line, where Lord Jlethuon inadi' his 
lirsi gallant att(!mpt to cress. 

lie trictl again on tho far left, and it 
was there that, beyond any doubt or dir^- 
Jiute. Col. Barter, of the King's Own 
y(u-k3hir(^ Light Infantry, got across by 
.'1 fairly good fording i)Iaco with a sc(h-c 
or two dozen men, some of •whom •were 
his own, while others were inou of 
the Argyll and Sutherland and the 
North Lancashire Regiments. They 
cro.ssed against some trenches and an 
angle of stone wall whicli v»ere held by 
some 300 Boors. 

.Tnst as thoy were crossing, a .battery 
of lioyal Artillery rolled up in the rear 
of our men. and before Its men had 'time 
to iintimber all the Boers fled, jostling 
and even knocking each other down, to 
get upon their horses. In time our force 
acrofvS the river numbered -lOO, and Bri- 
gadier-General I'olo-Carew took com- 
mand. Our own shells and our own rifle 
fire beat upon this little ".-band, and :it 
baltod and cheered to disclose its natioin-' 
ality. 

That is Iho truth of a heroic naove>i 
iiient, of which there are alrcady' too 
many untrue versions in iiriiit. 

It is said that tho Boers light in deadly 
terror of our bayoaots, which we have 
not yet had a chance to use upon them, 
and this incroafiod their fever for flight. 
They have also hud a wholesome dread 
,of .our lyddite shells— o.f which, likewise. 



with German lager in bottles, and bought 
all there -.vas—but that is a digression. 

We stayed a day or so, and then, one 
blistering afternoon,' pur 'column — a 
many-thousand-logged ■ c'entlpefle-i-stream- 
ed. along the thirsty,; .heatTrpfractiug 
veldt again for Belmont;' , .' 

After nightfall, in an. amazing, ^hopeless 
tangle of men and' horses "al»d wagons, 
we squeezed our mass between' t'wo . kop- 
jes, and were' nearly two hours' in 'getting 
ourselves together, in boiling some tea, 
and in stretching ourselves on the now 
cold earth to court li little sleep. 

Men and carts kept moving ahead and 
coming back with water — where from 
must of us did not know. But iho prco^ 
ions Uuid was plentiful. 'We drank till 
our waistbands cut into us, and then 
fell asleep. 

Iu tho chilly night, with a cup of hot 
cocoa to buck us up,, we crept out into 
the faint moonlight shadows of some 
hilLs, and by daybreak began to fight tho 
awful battle of Belmont. I was late 
returning to camp, for it is my custom 
to go all over tho battlefield after a fight 
But when I did return what a sight 
met my eyes! 

Only a Persian poet could do justice 
to it. It 'vvas. like the celestial Imagiu- 
ingri of a pib'u's 'jSIussulnian. At the head 
of thv glen" where we had camped •«'as 
aosis of groeu trl'cs toe-deep in tho 
edges of a pund. Neor by was a stone 
tank full of crystal water, and beside it 
our people had constructed a tank of 
white canvas, in which tho same pure 
liquid slione like melted diamonds touch- 
ed with emerald shadows by some sprays 
of foliage above. Lines of men stood 
beside the tanks dipping ia their bottle; 
a lino at a time. Other men in score 
sat in tho shade beside tho water. Under 
the trees, in tho invigorating coolness of 
their shade, the bullet-riddled, ,:hcll- 
mangled wounded wore laid in row^ upon 
stretchers, with the doctors and attend 
ants ministering to them. .Meanwhile t(. 
the great iiool come tho horses and mules, 
sucking up gallons of walcr each, and 
wading in doei)cr and deeper as tho, 
sucked. 

I wonder if you sec' the [licture— th 
fagged anil dilist,\^ s.ildii'r-, the spent 
horses, the cluiuls of n il ]u)Wilery dust 
choking us all; the hot. hare veldt 
reaching away fiu' over in all direction 
iho horizon treiiibliiig and daueing before 
us by reason of the movement of tho 
heated air; finally tro bare, naked Afri 
can sua, blazing down ui us as the Boors 
had been doing earlier iu the day. 

We marched to Gaspan with our 
water-bottles and each regimental water- 
cart filled, but the Tommies made away 
with their «liares (luiokly, as Tommy 
does with tho food and drink that's given 
him lo keep him going to.- a day or more. 

'They fought tlie battle with parchi!d 
throats, and then discovered that there 
was only one little well to supply us 
ail with inor(}. Around tliat well hun- 
dreds gathered, and when the buckets 
were being emptied into the carts the 
soldiers dipped up the wastage with 
their tins. 

For myself, I got a cup of lioiliiig wat- 
froiii a locomotive engine, and «at 
down to wail until I could drink it with- 
out lieiii.g scalded. Ah, how precious 
water is out here! Soiueliiues 1 think I 
oan rcinoiiilier • men with hosepipes 
drenching Fleet street anil tho Strand 
with water in the dead of night. But 1' 
can't believe my own meiiioiy. It docs 
not seem possible that water was ever 
thrown about like that. 

AVe camped beside a muddy, grassy 
pond on the way to Aloddcr River, and 
again we revelled in water. We actual- 
ly washed our bodies and changed our 
clothing, and felt more or less like "just 
men made perfect." 

On the next afternoon, In tho heat of a 
fearful battle, I asked an officer who 
guarded a water wagon of tho Gold- 
streain Guards to lot iik.- fill my bottle. 

"Wo have not enough fer our own 
men." said he. 

"It was to your wonndoil men that 
I gave what 1 had," said 1. turning 
away. 

"I'lcaso como back and fill your bottle," 
.said he; "yon may have all you want." 

Twenty iiiinutes later more wouinled 
men crawling to the rear be;;an again 
to cross niy path and lieg fur water. 

'■rieasi . sir, could .Mui give me a little 
walci^ '.'" 

"'fliat man over there has had one foot 
torn away, (.'oiild yon. spare hliu i. 'drink 
of water'.'" 

"Hollo! IIiiu- are you wounded'/ Can 
I do an.vtliio'.' for you'.'" 

"Give me some water, sir, for Gotl's 
saki;: that's all I want." 

Wo havi> learned what war Is. and 
more about the Boer than we knew n 
month ago; but, above all, we have learn- 
ed the value of water.

The annual report of the board «t school 
trustees just published contains consider- 
able interesting information. The report 
says: 

"The total expenditure of the year was 
|lU,2iy.ii2, uu Increase over that of the 
previous year of |3,5U2.38. Several circum- 
stances contributed to this result, ffhe 
difficulty In 1898 between the board and 
and the city council over the appropriation 
n-.ade it uecesaary to limit the expeuillture 
of that year to an amount very much less 
than ought to have been eipenUed, llius 
throwing upon the admlnistraiion of 1!XH> 
a burdeu that properly belunged to the jire- 
vluus year. Three addltlouul teachers had 
to be appointed during the year to meet 
the reiiuireuieuta of the steadily inereiuslug 
selioul population; and some advauee.s In 
salaries were considered uece!>sary la order 
to mure nearly eiiuallze them witii those 
paid to teachers of corresponding rank In 
other pans of the province. 

ULI'AIUS AND aLTFKATIO.NS. 

"lu addition to the petty e-xpendltures 
under tliis head wiileli are eouliaually ue- 
neeessary, the condition of iuur of 
seiiooi l>aildiiigs demanded the outl 
eouslderable sums iu ellectliig i)eraiaiient 
and subsiaullai Improvemeuta."

SCHOOL ACCO.M.MODAT10N. 
"The crowded condition ut the South 
Park school made It ueeessary to reopen 
the IClngslon street buiidiag aad at once 
<ieeupy two of its ciass-rooais; the remahr 
ing room is ready for ocenpaney as suuu a^ 
the expausiou of tlie school population la 
the James Bay district shall requlr 

The building at Vlctorni West has but 
live class-rooms, and one of these is too 
small fur tile aeeommudutiou of a division 
of average size. l''ur two years thei)rimary 
^sl\;lll) divlsl(jn has been conducted in the 
Mission House, rented for that purpose 
Tlie inadequacy of the present building for 
the retiulremeuts of this district, and the 
serious unsuitabiilty of its location seem to 
call for the erection at an early date of a 
more commodious building on a more de- 
sirable site. 
.Ail the regular class-rooms of the North 
Ward and Hillside buildings are now occu- 
pied, and In addition one division of the 
former school Is conducted In a very uu 
suitable extemporized cluss-rooai In thi 
third storey. To projieriy •uecommodaK 
that division, and to provide against tin 
steady increase of the school poiiulation of 
this district, Ihe Hock Bay building with It 
two class-rooms should be immediately i)ut 
In thorough repair. 

All available class-rooms In the Central 
School district are now occupied- four in 
the Spring Ridge sehuoi, eiglit la the Girls' 
school, eight lu the Boys' and four In the 
High school. The number of pupils iu this 
part of the city, Is Increasing steadily, and 
more clnss-room accommodation must short 
ly be provided. 

REF0R.MS EFFECTED. 
During the yee.r the board published n set 
Oi regulations governing Its own proc 
lugs, liud (li'lln'ng Its jiollcy in regard to 
various matters of admlnsitratiou. These 
regulations embody n .,«Ui>bi;r uf chainfc^ yt 
considerable slynlheauci;; 

Teiichcra' salaries lliltl iu the past been 
regulated hccordiiig to no well (iclined prin- 
ciple. In conseonence a goc! deal of liap- 
baziird lne(iuality lu the relative amounts 
paid had developed. Under the new ruiiss 
of the board, teachers of the graded schools 
are divided Into tliree clasijc.s, grammar, 
Intermediate aud primary, aud a maximum 
and minimum salary assigned to each class. 
Between these limits all advances of salary 
arc made to dejiend entirely upou the 
tcucher'8 efllclency. 

Recognizing the fact that, other things 
being eiinal, a teacher of high scholarship 
is mure desirable tlfan one of Inferior at- 
tainments, the board now requires that all' 
teachers except, those of primary classes 
shall liold first class certiflcutcs, with the 
proviso that teachers already on the stall 
with IX lower certificate may retain their 
positions for a limited time at the discre- 
tion of the board. There wns another Im- 
portant reason for raising the standard. 
First class certillcates are life certillcates, 
while those of lower grades have to be re- 
newed from time tu iliue. it !s a seriuus 
detriment to the service tu have the ener- 
gies of the •teacher divided between the 
sciiool work and anxious periniration for a 
certilieate e.\aminatluii. 

Hlihertu the metliud of grading tlie 
schools consisted in prescribing an arbilrary 
amount of work for each year or term, and 
requiring iiiipils to attain an arbitrary per- 
centage In a dual e.\iimluatiou on this 
work, as a condition of promotion. One 
result of this system was the overcrowding 
of lower divisions while the numbers in the 
upper divisions were relatively small. 
Pupils were frequently sent baclj; for a 
whole year's unprofitable review of work 
they had already been over, and teachers 
were under too strong a temptation to 
cram for the examinations, to- the detriment 
of rational teaching. Under the new rules 
the pupils of each school are to be at all 
times distributed with approximate equality 
omong the divisions. Teachers and pupils 
are re.levi.'d in large measure from the bane- 
ful dread of flaal exumlnations, and gener- 
ally the eiasslliciitiun is effected on the 
principle that the school exists for the 
pupils and not the pupils for tlie school. 

In March, ISen Williams, Ks(|., wlio had 
for many years discharged tlie duties of 
Bccretaryshipin n very able aud satisfac- 
tory manner, resigned that ofilce. In or- 
der to centralize the business of the board 
and elTect a suiiiii saving lu expense the 
City Superintendent was appointed secre- 
tary, with Miss M.' A. Mucdonnld assis- 
tant secretary. This arrangement Is no 
doubt advantageous to the conduct of the 
secretarial work; but ' I. am not entirely 
sure that It ma^' not Involve a sacrldcc of 
the time and energj. that shpnld^bo given to 
the proper w,ork' of the superintendcncy— 
sufficient to more 'than.bniance the account. 
NEW HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 
It has been the ambition of the board 
that the Victoria schools should gain a repu- 
tation, not only as the best in British Col- 
umbia, but as the eciual of any in Caniidii. 
The steady improvement achieved during 
the past two or three years brings that

Its complete attainment; It is this, no city 
can make any pretensions to excellence iu 
its system of schools If ample provision In 
not made for secondary as well as elemen- 
tary education. Everywhere the high 
school Is regarded os an absolute i.eces- 
sary part of the system. There Is probably 
not n city on the continent of America of 
the size, wealth and Importance of Vic- 
toria that has not a respectable and com- 
modious High school buliding. Not only Is 
It discreditable to this city that no such 
building has been provlde<l for the accom- 
modation of Its otherwise excellent High 
school, but the unsuitable quarters.ln.whlch 
the latter is now housed wlllialmpsti'.lin- 
modlately be needed for the accommodation 
of the lower grades of the Central district 
The board and the city council. of the en- 
suing year should address themselves earn- 
estly to this problem. The sum of $'25,000 
should be voted for the erection of a credit- 
able High school building, with conimodl- 
OUR class-rooms and modern equipment. The 
repnyraejit of the loan necessary for this 
purpose might be spread over a short term 
of years, Instead of the amount being added 
to the permanent debt of the corporatlou, < 
BDUeATIONAL UBPORM tJRQBD. . 
The school system of the province makes 
no provision for the professional training 
of teachers, and no adequate provision for 
their training in general scholarship. This 
Is n radical defect. The assuuiptloa by th( 
government of the responsibility oC main 
talniug a system of popular education seeuii 
naturally to Involve the obllgatluu tu make 
the system as eflielent as possible, esi: 
nlly iu respect to the qualifications of the 
tciichcrs; else proper value is not glvea to 
tlie public for the large expenditure In 
volved, 

I'rofnuudly Impressed with this view, the 
board some nienilis ago waited uu the .MIn 
ister of Education and urged upou him the 
necessity of n revision of the regulations 
regarding High schools and teachers' cer 
tillcatcs. In order to put the matter bo- 
fore him In a concrete form the following 
suggested changes were submitted: 

1. The curriculum of nil High schools to 
comprise two consecutive courses, juului 
and senior. 

■2. Until courses lu be essentially nnu 
classlciil, provided, liuwi'Vcr, fur eleiucii 
tary classics as oiitluns. 

3. .lunlor course eertllleates to be award 
ed by the cuuueil uf public Instnicliuu to 
all students who eatisfaetorlly cumplote ih 
jiiulur course. 

•1. The senior course to be open only to 
those who hold Junior course certificates. 

a. .Senior course certillcates to be award- 
ed to students who couipictc the senior 
course. 

0. in addition to the Junior and senior 
non-clussical course. High schools with four 
or more teocliers to provide an cs-sentlully 
classical course open to students M'ho hav 
passled examination on the Junior aad sen- 
ior courses aud the classical options. 

7. Classical cei-tlflcates to be awarded on 
completion of the classical course. 

8. All candidates for teachers' certillcates 
except university graduates, to be required 
to hold High school certificates. No further 
scholarship tests to be necessary. 

1». Holders of Junior course certillcates to 
be considered as having satlslled the schol 
iirchlp requirements for .second-class teach 
ers' cerlllleutes. 

10. Holders of soulor course certillcates t( 
be considered as haviug satisUed the schol- 
arslilp re<iuirements of first-class teachers 
certitlcatcH. 

n. Only university graduates to be eligi- 
ble for certificates as regular High: school 
teachers. . , , 

12. A course of professional training e* 
tendlugovcr, say, fifteen weeks, to be given 
every year In Victoria, Vancouvcc and Jfel' 
sun (or Rossiaud) by a specially qualified In- 
structor appointed for that purpose. 

1. 'i. This course of training consisting of 
pedagogical Instruction, together with oh 
servation and practice In the public schools 
to be open to those who hold High school 
eerillicatcs. 

I I. .\o one to bo qualified as a public 
school teaeiier wlio has not had profes- 
s> il training er|ulvii]ent to that to be pro- 
vided for as iibove. 

.';cII()oL V6n DEAF MUl'ES. 
At the Interview with the Minister of 
Edueailon referred to above, the Importance 
of establlsiilug a provlneial sclioui for deaf 
mutes was also urged upon him. It wns 
induted out that the whole npiiroprlatbgii 
In belialf of this unforlur.atc elns.q of child- 
ren Is expended on some four or live imjiils 
wlio are sent ont of the province for their 
education, while all the rest are left wlth- 
lait any opportunity for the instruction ne- 
cessary to make thcin Intelligent and use 
ful elllzens. 

MANUAL TRAINING. 

It is a matter of congratulation that, un- 
der the iirovlsluiis uf the Meliuiiald SI 
Fund, Victoria hcIiooIh are likely to have tiie 
advantage of mauunl training fur tlirei 
years without cost to the city. The In 
troduction of this most Important and prac- 
tlcni phase of eleiu'-utury education 
through Sir William MeLonnld's generous 
endowment, will give added prestige to the 
schools; and once its purpose Is made clear 
to the imbllc, its continuance as a perman- 
ent feaiure of our school system will doubt- 
less be assured. 

From Ihe foregoing outline of the past 
year's administration, It vvlll be apparent, I 
think, tliat your trustees have discharged 
their duties In no perfniictury spirit. They 
have addressed themselves earnestly to tlie 
task uf increasing in every way ihe efii- 
I'iency uf the seliools, and t am coiiildent 
that in liO previous year has more been ae- 
cuiupllslicd In this respect. Iu tills con- 
nection It Is incumbent on me to say tliat 
the experience of the past year has fully 
vindicated, If that were necessary, the wis- 
dom uf the board of two years ago in ap- 
puimliig a city superintendent. It Is only 
by acting upon the Initiative and under 
the expert advice of such an officer that 
any board of tni^tees, however zealous, and 
however capable, can hope to devise and 
carry Into effect such measures as mdy con- 
stitute a definite, consistent and progressive 
noliov.

In his report the City Superintendent 
says: 

PIIOGRESSIVENESS OF TEACIII-^RS. 
In a very real and literal sense "tlie te:icli- 
er Is tile school"— conditions of liuiising and 
equipment, of tcxt-btioks and cciirses uf 
study, are ut scconilary importance rum- 
pared with tlie eliuracter. cull lire, iirofes- 
slonnl knowledge and administrative skill 
of the teacher. A good teaeiier will do 
good work under any circumstances. A 
poor teacher will do inferior work under 
iiny circumstances. A system of city 
schools cannot be progressive unless Its 
teachers are progressive. It Is therefore 
very griidfylng.to me .to be-able t:o report 
that during the prist year the teachers gen- 
erally have manifested a very marked In- 
terest in the attainment of higher standards 
of ( xcellence. Indifference or self-siitlsfac 
flon In this respect has characterized very 
trw iiieiiiliers of tlie staff. The spirit of the 
discussion In teacher.s' meetings, my ob.ier- 
viitiniiM in the schoolroom, and the uniform- 
ly ready resjionse accorded to Indiildniil 
siiggesMun on matters of metlind uiid diseiii- 
llne, nl! unite to o.ssure mo of this hopofol 
condition of our schools. 

PROFESSIONAL AIDS, 
There are two means of professional Im- 
provement which I should very much like 
to be mnde more nccsslljle to our ieachers: 
Educational literature and opportunity for 
visiting other schools. A cons derable num- 
ber of the teachers not only have no Nor- 
mal training, but have never seen any other 



'thanl Victoria schools. A. good many sub- 
scribe -for ' educational journals, some of 
which are helpful; and a few from time to 
time buy educational booka of standard 
value. Still, on the whole, there is a 
d«arth of available literature of this sort, 
i'rofesslunal reaillug for teachers Is so ne- 
cessary tluit the rtustees may very well 
cunsider the jiroprlety of a small aproprl- 
ation towards the iouudatlon of u pedagogi- 
cal department lu our city library. At the 
same time It Is as miteh the duty of all 
teachers to provide themselves with sulta- 
file books, as It Is the duty of the mechanic 
to provide himself with a set of suitable 
tools. : , 
■'r^Thereils,^- however, no means of freshing 
, up A' teacher's ideas as effective as direct 
observation of b^er ; teachers' work. It 
wouId''be,-'I am siirej-'of . .very niaterhil ad- 
vantage to many of our teneheru to r/uialn 
a short leave of absence Occasionally and 
vIsU the excellent schools ' of i Seattle, -Ta- 
coma and Spokane, not to mention thosf'j^f 
cities farther away. ' 
INDlVlDtJAMTY OP 'tHp'TBAOHBB, 
One of the rc,cent regulations of ' "i^e 
board' , very, properly emphasizes the direct 
r^otiBlbllity «f each Individual teacher for 
the methods of Instruction ami discipline 
followed. Where there Is responsibility 
there must be commensurate freedom of 
action. .Suprenniey within the class-room 
Is n prerugatlvt! of eueh teacher, and an 
essential eoudltlou of orlglmilUy ami effec- 
tive work. 

Another of the board's regulatli»i?s, that 
abolishing tiie "ehaln-gaiig" system of pro- 
motions, as It has been aptly called, has 
also tended very materially towards the 
free assertion of the teacher's Indlvldualltyv 
and the substitution of nitloual teaching 
for compulsory cramming. It is too soon, 
however, for the effect uf these regulations 
tu have been fully realized. It will take, 
perhaps, another year for all the teachers 
to completely readjust themselves to the 
new conditions. 

COURSn OP STUDY. 

It has been thought best not to effect any 
radical nmdlllcatlim of the course Of Study 
cither lu the High or graded schools until 
ni'w rogulatious of the department In re- 
s|)eet to text-books and scholarabip stan- 
dards are announced. It Is generally un- 
derstood that Important changes In these 
matters are In contemplation, as they are 
very much needed. There Is no goo<l reas- 
on why we should be obliged to curry ou 
our school enteritises Indelluiteiy under 
statutory ciuidltiuus that luay liuve been 
the best po.-islble a decade or two ago, but 
are already long since outgrown.
